MUCH  FIRING  REPORTED 
BUT  FEW  CASUALTIES

STI.X.NGHAl,  Sept.  5.  —  Gen- 
eral Chi  Sfiieh-Ynan,  the 
Kiangsu  leader,  is  continu- 
ing today  tp  throw  hia  strength 
against  the  right  ■  wing  of  the 
Chckianp  army,  vsclf-styled  de- 
fenders of  Shanghai,  which  rests 
on  the  eatuary  o(  the  Yangtze 
Ri^c^  at  the  little  town  of  Liuho.

His 
immediate  objective  is  believed 
to  be  Wooaung,  where  he  hopes 
to  aeoure  aaatotnnoe  front  irarabtpa 
for  hto  advance  up  the  Wbaocpoo  to 
.Shanghai.  He  failed  to  make  any 
'  •'adwny  there  yeaterday  despite  the 
i^e  of  'artillery,  which  both  aldea 
tiave  luiw  brought  into  action,  ac- 
i-ordlng  to  the  heudciuartcr.s  atiift  of 
the   ("heUlang  arni> 

Whether  the  mam  battle  la  to  be 
fought  on  this  wing  \n  not  yet  clear.

CONTROL 


The  question  of  a  motto  for  the  City 
of  London  is  arousing  a  good  deal  of 
interesting  and  instructive  comment- 
ary. In  1914  the  "London  Comity 
Council  adopted  iU  coat  of  arms,  but 
adjourned  the  question  of  a  motto  nn^il 
after  the  War.  At  that  time  Sir  Lau- 
rence «nmma,  dork  of  the  County 
Council,  sufirgested  as  a  motto,  "Loci 
dulcedo  no.  attinet. "  derived  from 
Tatitus,  but  It  is  doubtful  if  there  was 
ever  any  enthusiasm  for  this.  The 
suggeatkm  if  now  put  forward,  among 
scorea  ol  ^trt,  that  the  motto  should 
be  derived  from  the  "DeKription  of 
the  Most  Noble  City  of  London,"  by 
William  Fitrstephen.  This  Fitastephen 
wa*  a  Cockney  born  and  bred,  and  was 
the  trusted  clerk  of  Thomas  a-Becket. 
Hi.  description  of  London  was  written 
in  Latin,  and  one  paragraph  from  it 
is  translated  as  follows:  , 

.\n»ong  the  noble  citie>  of  the  world 
that  Fame  calebratea.  the  City  of  Lon- 
don, of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Cngnsn, 
is  the  one  seat  that  podre  out  "ta  re- 
nown more  widely,  sends  to  farther 
ands  its  wealth  and  trade,  lifts  its  head 
hiRher  than  the  rest.  It  is  happy  in 
the  liralthinr>s  of  its  air.  m  the  Chris- 
tian reliRion,  in  the  strmRth  of  its  de- 
fences, the  iiafiirr  ..f  ii%  sitr.  the  honor 
of  Its  citizens,  the  modesty  of  its 
ni;itr.  lis:  pleMnot  in  sporu;  fraltful  hi 
noble  men. 

From  this  the  suggestion    is  that 
Fitzstcpben  s     "Nobilissima  Civitas 
Londouia"  should  be  adopted  aa  the 
motto  of  the  cityj     "Apart  from  con- 
vention." says  Mr.  <'..  V.  Warner  Terry 
ill  putting  forward  this  proposal,  "the 
Latin  is  preferable  to  the  English,  for 
'Civitas'  has  the    w  icier    meaning  of, 
State,  Community.  Commonwealth,  a. 
well  as  city,  and  thus  embraces  indif* 
fercntly  the  City  of  lx>ndon.  the  pres- 
ent county,  the  Greater  lx)ndon  county 
that  may  be.  at  the  London  province 
of  Mr.  Churchill's  prophetic  vision  " 
"N'et  another  proposal  is  that  "Flor- 
eat   Civita.   Londonia"   might  meet 
the  eaii.   Fitastephen  also  in  his  de 
scription  of  London,  points  out  that 
that  city   brought  forth   that  noble 
Kmpetor  Constantine.  who  gave  the 
City  (.f  Rome  to  Pope  Silvester  and 
luiU  thc-City  of  Bysantium  for  him- 
self.   In  this  connection  Fitastephen 
quotes    Apollo's    oracle    to  Brutus 
down  to  the  line,  "Totius  terrau  sub- 
ditue  orbia  crit."  InterpreHd  as  "The 
.  uml    of    all    the    earth    is  si^v 
ereignty. '   Mr.  Terry  says  that  line 
of  the  Latin  adopttd  at  London's 
motto  would  "for  far-flung  historic 
allusion,  appropriateness  of  reputed 
author,  and  pride  justified  be  hard 
to  beat."
